Warner  states,  in  his  "Literary  Recollections,"  that  this 
work  is  a  most  bare-faced  piracy  ;  that  he  did  not  know  of  its 
publication  till  he  received  an  anonymous  letter,  severely 
criticising  what  was  supposed  to  be  his  work.  He  says  that 
he  then  procured  a  copy,  and  on  going  through  it  was  asto- 
nished to  find  that  the  compiler  had  incoi-porated  into  his 
"  Collections"  not  only  the  Domesday  Book  but  also  nearly  the 
whole  of  his  "History  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,"  "Clausentum," 
and  topographical  remarks  on  the  south-western  parts  of 
Hampshire.
